Don't want to flog a dead horse but... 


Revenue Canada (Customs) has a deal with Canada Post that has the post 
office collect applicable duties and taxes on its behalf. There is a charge 
by Canada Post on top of the duties/taxes. I have always been charged $5. 


There seems to be leeway in what Customs is really interested in. In my 
experience, packages that are small (bubble packs, for example) or packages 
valued at about $20 or less are frequently just ‘passed through' with no 
tax, duty or service charge. 


In Ontario, Revenue Canada DOES charge PST as well as GST on items it 
assesses. (Years ago, RC only charged federal taxes and you were supposed to 
send the provincial tax in yourself. I doubt the province got much sent 
in...) There is generally NO duty on ham gear - I suppose there may be 
exceptions but I have never been charged. 


Couriers are sometimes faster than the Post Office - though not always! In 
my experience, UPS is the absolute xworst*x for charging big brokerage fees 
($25 taxes and a $35 brokerage fee PLUS the shipping charge on one New York 
state shipment I received. And they were slow!). FedEx is better - their 
brokerage charges are more reasonable. I have not had Purolator carry stuff 
across the border for me. 


In summary, for small packages that you don't need xtomorrowx, the Post 
Office is by far the cheapest method. In my experience, it is fairly fast, 
it has never lost any of my shipments and the brokerage is only $5 - if 
there is any charge at all.

Often overlooked is "Express Mail International," which is offered by the Post 
Office here in the US, but often delivered by a contractor in the destination 
country. In Canada, Express Mail is delivered by DHL or Purolator in different 
parts of the country. Express Mail Packages can't be delivered to a PO Box, 
but the recipient is charged the same customs and tax processing fee as with 
postal mail ($5). It's a bit more expensive than Air Parcel Post, but 
considerably less than UPS or FedEx express services, and it's trackable. 


Actually Air Parcel Post to many European countries is delivered by a 
contractor (e.g. DHL in Germany) and can't go to a P.O. Box. 


There's another strange aspect to mailing stuff to Canada. In theory Canada 
Post won't accept a parcel weighing less than a pound for Air Parcel Post. 
I do it all the time, but I have to get the post office clerk to manually punch 


in the weight as 1 Lb. Why.... well, the PO scales weigh to 1/100 of an ounce 
(about a third of a gram). If your package weighs 15.99 ounces it's less than 
a pound so it can't go APP. If it weighs 1 Lb 0.01 0z it can go.... but at 


the 2 Lb rate. 


Here's another one -- if you send your one pound package by Air Parcel Post, it 
will cost you $13.35 and get there in "4-10 days." I£ you're not in a hurry, 
you can send it "Economy (Surface) Parcel Post" and it will get there in 4-6 


weeks. And the charge for the "economy" service? $15.25. 


It's no wonder so many small businesses and e-bay vendors refuse to ship 
overseas.

This is exactly the part number that shows in the URL listed in your 
posting. SN is the element symbol for Tin; PB is the element symbol for 
Lead. 


The spool I purchased was from a major Canadian OEM/MRO supplier. The 
manufacturing date stamped on the spool is 03/2003. The label on the = 
bottom 

has the following: WARNING! CONTAINS LEAD 


I'm not trying to say I know more than Kester does about their product. = 
I'm 

just pointing out what Kester says both on the web page URL you = 
referenced, 

and on the product I have in my hand.=20 


I'll forward this information to Kester's Customer Service. Perhaps they 
will be able to explain the mystery.
